LONG SEARCH FOR GIRL STOLEN 
FROM CONVENT 


Lured from a convent on the pre- 
text that her mother was dying, and 
carried off by a young married couple 
to Montreal, 14-year-old Ethel Mildred 
Borden, of Plainfield, Conn., became 
the centre of an amazing case which 
has engaged the attention of the pol- 
ice of two countries, immigration offi- 
cials and department of justice 
agents for 18 months, without avail. 
The wife of the man declared jointly 
responsible for her disappearance, 
Mrs. Mildred Saunders, has since died 
without giving any clue to the 
whereabouts of the girt or of Ben- 
jamin, her husband, formerly Central 
Vermont Railroad stationman. In- 
formation has been obtained that the 
couple are living in.Montreal. Saun- 
ders will face Mann Act and other 
charges if ‘he is apprehended. Mrs. 
Saunders, deserted by the,man and 
the Borden girl in (Montreal, planned 
to bring a divorce action, naming the 
girl as co-respondent, but death in- 
tervened, and She carried to her grave 
a broken heart. Swallowing their 
pride and consenting to make public 
the story of Mildred, Mr. and Mrs. 
George Borden yesterday expressed 
only despair at the efforts of not less 
than fifty investigators, who have 
tried their hands at locating Saunders 
and their daughter. 

“On Septemer 25, 1921,” said Mrs, 
Borden, “Mildred with : the otbor 
students was following the sisters to 
chapel for Sunday morning service 
when the Saunders dashed up in an 
automobile to her. They told her T 
was dying and that she should leave 
to come and see me. Mildred, drop- 
ping her hat, started to cry ‘and sob, 
told the mother superior and was 
given permission to go.” 

Later Saunders, his wife and the 
sirl were traced to Montreal. For 
six months they lived an apparently 
happy existence. Finally Saunders 
had a break with ‘his wife over her 
young rival, and told Mrs. Saunders 
that he was going to leave, taking 
Mildred with him.

The One Small Club That Made Rotary International Has Now Six- 


teen, Soon Eighteen, Brother 


Clubs—Community Service 


Records That Talk Without Words. 


HE growth of Rotary in 
western Canada, more especi- 
ally the territory embraced In 

what is now the. fourth district 
of Rotary International, has been as 
rapid proportionately as the remark- 
able growth of the organization on 
the other side of the line. The mere 
growth in numbers would not be an 
accomplishment worthy of recording 
{f there had not been a correspond- 
{ng development in the princl. "2s a- d 
guiding forces in Rotary, and ae is 
very largely due to tne sure founda- 
cons Jaid in the first clubs formed 
that the present healthy condition 
now exists. 
The Empire’s First Club 

A little over 12 years ago, on 
November 3, 1910—five years after 
the Rotary movement was started by 
Paul P. Harris, of Chicago—a group 
of five men, P, A. C. McIntyre, Wm. 
Brown, W. T. Peace, R. Kershaw and 
A. W. Morley, met in a room in the 
Y.M.C.A. building, Winnipeg, and 
started the first Rotary club in the 
British Empire, the Rotary club of 
Winnipeg. Nothing about t t meet- 
ing appeared in the public press. No 
one, except the five pioneers of the 
movement or perhaps those intimate 
friends with whom they had talked 
over the project, knew that on that 
evening in November there had 
come into being an . organization 
which, twelve years later, should be 
represented- In over sixty of the 
principal cities of the Dominion and 
seventeen other cities in its own 
Rotary district, that between the 
head of the lakes and the Rockies in 

anada. 
eerie capaiiaiot of the infant club 
way rapid and vigorous. In 1912, 
three months betore it had reached 
its second birthday, it sent such a 
live and promising band o- dele- 
gates to the conference of what was 
then known as the “National” As-. 
sociation of Rotary clubs at Duluth, 
that the mother organization ciiang- 
ed its name, and tnenceforth became 
the “International Association of 
Rotary clubs,” and W. J. Clubb was 
elected to the office of vice-president 
from Canada. By 1917, the mem- 
bership of the Winnipeg Rotary club 
had grown to 159; by 1918, to 202; 
1919, 213. 
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| CALGARY 
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In the late fall of 1913, a group 
of Calgary business men were called 
together by Past Governor Jim 
Ryan and Bob Weir, later of Win- 
nipeg; and shortly after the New 
Year, the Calgary Rotary club be- 
came an accomplished fact. It 
“launched out into the unknown,” 
as a member at that time humorous- 
ly put it, “with a crew of 62 charter 
members. 

In the well known Rotary activity 
of boys’ wren Calgary has from the 
beginning taken a keen Interest. One 
way in which this hag been done has 
been to huve a number of delinquent 
youths placed under the probation 
or Rotarians, to keep a fatherly eye 
on the boys and receive perjodical 
1eports. ‘Another plan was a “big 
brotlrers’” luncheon, at which every 
taember brought along a boy as his 
suest. 

° Still another innovation of the 
Calgary Rotary club was the inaugur- 
ction of periodical evening meetings, 
ant which the wives of the members 
were rresent. Friendships were 
thus formed trnat had a tendency to 


bind the whole fabric of Rotary 
closer together.

| EDMONTON 
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It was under the district governor- 
ship of Jim Ryan, of Calgary that, 
in 1915-16, Edmonton was added to 
the Rotary fleld. Past President 
Sam Dickson wags an important fac- 
tor in the organization of the club 
in Alberta's capital. To be exact, 
the Rotary club of Edmonton was 
organized In March, 1916, with a 
charter membership of 17. 

In 1917, Samuel A. Dickson, one of 
the original founders of the club and 
a ‘barrister by profession, was elect- 
ed as president. “Sam,” ag he is 
familiarly known, was a cautious 
man, who recognized that the ultim- 
ate success of the club depended on 
“making haste slowly,” and it was 

uring his term of offics that the 
policy of compelling members to be 
active to retain their membership, 
was accentuated. In return for 
their active co-operation, an effort 
wus made to make the classification 
of cach member a valuable asset to 
that member; and here lleg one of 
the secrets of any Rotary club. The 
minute a member comes to value his 
classification and seekg to live up to 
Rotary principles to retain it, that 
minute he becomes a useful member 
of the community in which he lives 
and a potent factor for community 
service, which is the basic principle 
of Rotary,

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| FORT WILLIAM-PORT 


what nothing else was ever able to 
bring about, namely, the effac&ment 
of petty jealousies and _ rivalries 
which had for years existed between 
the cities of Port Arthur and Fort 
William. 

The Fort William-Port Arthur 
Rotary club was organized July 1, 
1916, with 23 charter members. The 
membership at present is 55. The 
past presidents of the club are W. 
O. Matthews, Charles B. Nienaber, 
and Crawford C. McCullough, M.D., 
C.M. (president, 1921-22, of Rotary 
International). Great credit is due 
to “Larry” Routley, past secretary, 
listed the co-operation of the school 
children of both cities to collect 
money for this worthy cause. Asa 
result of the splendid efforts of the 
“Kiddies,” the sum of $1,036.90 wag 
forwarded to the Halifax Blind En- 
dowment fund. d 


In the various campaigns for Red 
Cross, Red Triangle, Sailors’ fund, 
and other public service undertak- 
ings, the members played an im- 
portant part. Special mention 
might be made of the work of Ro- 
tarian Clarence Jackson, who filled 
tke position of chairman of the pub- 
licity committee in the various cam- 
paigns. In no small degree was 
their success attributable to his un- 
tiring efforts to bring the. facts be- 
fore the public and thus arouse them 
to a sense of their responsibility. 
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MOOSE JAW 


The Rotary club of Moose Jaw 
was organized in June, 1916, and 
Crown Prosecutor Hare, of the legal 
firm of Knowles, Hare & Benson, was 
its father, : . 

Beginning its service, the Moose 
men at Ross Park hospital, Moose 
Jaw Rotary club took up the ques- 
tion of trees in the middle of the 
winter of 1917-18, and plans were 
made wiich culminated in a tree- 
planting week in May, much of the 
work being done on Arbor day. 

In August of 1918 the returned 
men at Ross Park hospital (Moose 
Jaw, were motored out to Buffalo 
Lake, where a picnic was held. The 
Rotary club of Moose Jaw had been 
meeting all trains of returned men’ 
for more than a year past ard tak- 
ing them to the hospital. Later ac- 
tivities included the sending of a 
crippled girl to the Mayo hospital at 
Rochester. The spirit of Rotary also 
led to the organization of a citizens’ 
committee to look after the relief of 
the sick during the influenza epl- 
demic of 1918, and many lives were 
thereby saved to the city and com- 
munity. - : 

The Moose Jaw Rotary club start- 
ed with eleven- members, These 
charter members in the years fol- 
lowing supplied members to a vigor- 
ous and virile executive. 


SASKATOON AND 
REGINA 
During Past District Gears 


Stuart Campbell’s term ' of office, 
there was a continual development 
of Rotary ideals and much progress 
in the general strengthening of the 
clubs; but owing to the war, it was 
not considered expedient to proceed 
with the organization of any addi- 
tional Rotary bodies. Over a year 
passed before any additional clubs 
were organized, and then. two ag- 
gressive organizations came _ into 
being at a birth, or within a week 
of each other, namely, the Saskatoon 
club, organized August 14, 1917, and 
the Regina Rotary club, August 24. 
The Rotary club of Saskatoon is 
one of the most vigorous organiza- 
tions in that city, and has the repu- 
tation of being one of the most ac- 
tive in the 4th District. The first 
ree war meeting was held August 20, 
1917. 
When the Regina club closed its 
first flscal year of operation, on 
June 6, 1918, a review of the nine 
months of its life showed decided 
achievement. Beginning with 34 
charter members, 39 new members 
had been admitted. Forty-two regu- 
lar luncheons had been held, of 
which twelve were evening func- 
tions. The attendance showed great 
fluctuation, but the average for the 
year was 40, or about 73 per cent. 
The activities of the club in suc- 
ceeding years were in keeping with 
the Rotary spirit and the club’s repu- 
tation. The year 1921-22 was mem- 


orable as that of the district confer- j 


ence at Regina. At the end of its 
first year, the Regina club had a 
membership of 66, counting out those 
few who had resigned, left the city, 
were deceased, etc. Wigures for 
succeeding year-ends were as fol- 
lows: 1919, 103; 1920, 100; 1921, 101; 
1922, 111.

In 1921, two more ~sre 
installed—the Brandon Rotary club, 
in March, and the Yorkton Rotary 
club in May. Another club at Red 
Deer will be in existence before the 
big district conference next month, 
making 17 in the 4th district. An 
eighteenth club is also projected. 

The history of the younger clubs 
may briefly be sketched. | 

The Prince Albert club was offici- 
ally born on the birthday of Rotary 
International, although Rotary has 
existed in Prince Albert since De- 
cember, 1919. On February 23, 1920, 
fifty prominent ‘Rotarians from Sas- 
katoon came up to Prince Albert and 
formally inaugurated the Prince Al- 
bert Rotary club. There were 15 
charter members. By 1922, these 
had increased to.56, but owing to re- 
movals, resignations, etc., the mem- 
bgrship of the club was later reduced 
to 41, afterwards increased to 45. 
The club long regretted the removal 
of such sterling fellows and Rotar- 
fans as Bert Pawson, Louis Camp- 
bell and Bruce Harris, as well as 
others of the same type. 

The Kenora Rotary club was or- 
ganized February 20, 1920, as a re-

Thirty-flve members of the 
Moose Jaw club and five members 
of the Regina club, were present. 
Prior to ®rganization, several meet- 
ings had been held to discuss the 
advisability of such a club in a city 
the size of Swift Current.

print of Rotary ideals and principles 
upon the community which is the 
ecene of its activities. . 

The birthday of the Brandon 
Rotary club was March 8, 1921. The 
club owes much to the active Inter- 
est of the Winnipeg club. Jack 
Russell was'the sponsor. The char- 
ter membership was 19, but, with 
the additions and ‘subtractions since, 
now stands at 44. 

The young Rotary club of York- 
ton has shown .rapid and virile 
growth. It' was brought Into being 
on May 31, 1921, by Harley Henry, 
of Saskatoon, representative of- the 
then district governor, accompanied 
by 30 Saskatoon Rotarians. 

An active interest in all matters 
pertaining to community welfare has 
marked the club’s existence. Previous 
to the opening of the schools in 1921, 
a “back-to-school” campaign was 
instituted, as a resuit of which many 
boys were induced to return to 
school instead of giving up their: 
studies and sacrificing their future 
for employment that in many cases 
would be of a temporary and un- 
satisfactory character.

Many ground fires are still burn- 
ing in the heavy timber areas in the 


tricts, says Colonel R. H. Palmer, 
ehief forest officer for northern Al- 
berta. The majority of these lie to 
the south of Grande Prairie, and in 
the two districts named fires at the 
gollowing pojnts are under the  ob- 
servation of the rangers: Iroquois 
icreek, Big Mountain creek, Simon- 
ette river, Ship lake, and on _ the 
‘Bad Heart river. 

' All these fires are slowly worming 
‘their way ‘through heavy stands of 
spruce ttimber; the forest service here 
is awaiting orders from Ottawa _ to 
dig them out before the snow melts, 
as once the white blanket disappears 
the familiar miniature whirlwinds 
will likely carry the ashes and burn- 
ing embers from the ground fires and 
fresh outbreaks occur. 

There are many other dangarous 
‘places besides the district mentioned; 
Colonel Palmer is of the opinion that 
none of the many fires which raged 
last year are really out, and given an- 
other dry, windy spring the situation 
‘would ‘be regarded as extremely grave

U.F.A. wanted the Board to bring in a 
lecturer to tell them about the selec- 
tion and feeding of the bacon hog. Mr. 
Patterson endorsed Mr. Van: Slyke’s 
idea of getting in a lecturer: only 4% 
per cent of the hogs at Calgary got the 
premium for bacon hogs: the grader 
told them they were too fat. They had 
two good herds of bacon hogs in this 
district, and hogs could be got here. 


‘The Calgary buyers told him the best 


hogs came from this. district. Mr. 
Doran emphasized the establishing of 
a standard of quality of: bacon hogs— 
one single line for the district. They 
had information regarding feeding: 
they wanted the hogs, and were willing 
to join with the Board in taking care 
of hogs purchased by members of the 
Board. Mr. Van Slyke and Mr. Woods- 
worth: hoped to have a bacon hog 
lecturer on the proposed Short Course. 
Mr. Botterill and Mr. Van Slyke were 
in favor of a Get Together meeting or 
luncheon of Board of Trade and farm- 
ers, each party attending to pay his 
own luncheon cost. The matter was 
discussed at some length. Mr. Fleming 
and Mr. Hill suggested that members 
of the Board address U.F.A. meetings. 
Mr. Van Slyke humorously described 
the general feeling of too many farm- 
ers to the Board of Trade—that it was 
a Board governed by business men to 
get trade for themselves and to ad- 
vance their owh interests: he was glad 
to say that this idea was passing, as 
it was being recognized more asa com- 
munity asset. 

It was' finally decided to refer the 
bacon hog matter to the Agricultural 
committee, acting in co-operation with 
the U.F.A.

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ELECTRICITY FROM 
THE EARTH. 


‘French Engineer Claims to Have 
Made Valuable Discovery 


A French engineer, Jules Guillot, 
claims to have discovered a means 
by which ‘he can utilize the electric 
currents in the earth for lighting 
lamps and for producing power for 
various purposes. 'M. Guillot has 
been working on his invention for 
eight years, and he believes that it 
will solve the problem of using the 
electrical energy of the earth, which 
is at present running to waste. De- 
tails of the new system have not yet 
been published, but it is known that 
some form of static machine is em- 
ployed which transforms the high 
voltages of the earth currents’ into 
lower ones suitable for ordinary use, 
and from this-transformer the inven- 
tor hopes to be alle to distribute elec- 
tric current for lighting purposes, 
as is at present done from a generat- 
ing system. The Frenchman’s claim 
has caused keen interest in engineer- 
ing circles.

THE NATURAL 
RESOURCES QUESTION 


The question of the transfer of the 
natural resources of Alberta from 
the Dominion-to the Provincial Gov- 
ernment is still unsettled in spite of 
al} the discussions, and negotiations 
of recent years. The stumbling 
block appears to ‘be whether compen- 
sation is to be paid to the Province 
in respect of the alienation in the 
past of these resources to individuals 


‘by the Dominion Government, and if 
so how much that compensation is to | 


be. 

Public interest in the question 
cannot be called very keen. Perhap 
a good many people feel that both che | 
Dominion and the Provincial Gov- 
‘ernments represent the general pub- 
Hc, and that therefore it does not 
matter greatly which of them con- 
trols these resources. There may even 
be a certain amount of mild suspicion 
that the whole question is only a 
dispute, between rival sets of poli- 
ticians as to which is to control the 
disposal of the spoil. This, however, 
is a cynical attitude and not to be 
approved. 

The main points in favour of the 
transference to the Province seem to 
be that local assets are best manag- 
ed ‘by local authorities who under- 
stand. local conditions, and further 
that Alberta thas very large natural 
resources, the exploitation of which 
for ‘the benefit of the people of Alber- 
ta particularly rather. than for those 
of the whole Dominion would fairly 
and naturally be to the advantage 
of the former. Inasmuch as_ the 
wWrovince has to bear the heaviest 
wart of such burdens as drought 
a@reas, it seems only fair that it 
Bhiould equally reap the benefits of 
such natural advantages as coal 
fields. 

If no compensation is paid by the 
Dominion Government, it is thought 
that the revenues from the natural 
resources on their present basis and 
extent would not exceed the exisiting 
Dominion subsidy, but subsequent de- 
‘velopment would, it is hoped, greatly 
alter this to the advantage of the 
Province, and at least we should be 
more thoroughly masters én our own 
house. It would therefore seem wise 
not to let this question of compen- 
sation stand in the way of the ac- 
quisition of these resources but to 
accept their transference on the best 
possible terms offered by the Dom- 
inion and finish with further haggling. 


THE CIVIL SERVICE AND 
THE SPOILS SYSTEM 


The recent debate in the Dominion 
House of Commons on the Civil Ser- 
vice indicated only a mild and tepid 
disapproval of the patronage or spoils 
system for tthe making of appoint- 
ments to the Civil Service. The 
record of the politi-al parties in this 
respect is bad. The late Meighen 
government in its TIatest stage was 
even inclined to destroy” the small 
measure of advance which had been 
attained in regard to it. There is not 
a single word to be said in defence of 


the spoils system from the stand- 
point of public efficiency and public 
interest. The pwblic service, domin- 
don, provinetial or municipal, like any 
other business, calls for proper train- 
ing and education of those engaged 
jn it. Because a public official of any 
pind serves the public and not a pri-! 


dave assimilated the necessary know- 


Jedge and to ‘be possessed of an ade- 
quate amount of ordinary  intelli- 
gence. The appointment of public 
officials of any kind on grounds of 
party politics is indefensible. There is 
something supremely ludicrous in ap- 
pointing a- man to a public post de- 
manding technical kKnowelge merely 
because he has given a possibly in- 
different adherence to a _ political 
party ‘whose principles, so far as they 
exist at all, are quite outside the 
range of his intelligence or education 
if he ‘has any. A public service re- 
crufted on capricious grounds of 
vaguely operating political influence 
is likely to attract mainly the other- 
wise unsuccessful hangers-on to poli- 
ticians’ coat-tails. Such a system 
‘cannot be healthy and can exist for 
two reasons only—either because of 
the absence of facilities for education 
and training (certein’: not now the 
case in Canasa) cv because these ap- 
pointments are wanted by political 
leaders for purposes of political re- 
ward or political enticement, for 
which the word bribery is perhaps a 
more accurate term. 

Whether we have deriyed this sys- 
‘tem from the United States, whose 
methods of government should be 
studied mainly to be avoided, or from 
ithe bad old days when schools were 
few and far between, it is equally 
s'wpernicious. That on the whole our 
public services are well carried on is 
due -to the generally high level of in- 
‘talligence and chonesty of our citi- 
zens, Which prevails in spite of « the 
system. ‘It is comparatively easy to 
understand why those quite human 
individuals, the politicians, hesitates 
to destroy this system, but it 
should have no place in a community 
s;which aims both at being businesslike 
and also at giving a free road _ to 
ability rather than to personal influ- 
ence. 

The spoils system represents the 
wholly vicious point of view of the 
state as a thing to be preyed on and 
‘plundered rather than a thing ta be 
served with unselfiish devotion. It 
wheapens and degrades the public 
service very much as the unrestricted 
and over-easy award of the franchise 
eheapens and degrades the status of 
citizenship in our country. It is 
for every citizen who prefers. the 
welfare of the country to party § ad- 
vantage to use such influence as he 
may have for the abolition of this 
blot on our public service. 


ASQUITH GIVES HIS 
DECISION ON DEBT 
TO CANADA 


Dominion Had Claim Against British 
Government for $32,900,000—Gets 
$8,000,000. 


London, March 1.—Former Premier 
H. H. Asquith, as arbitrator of the 
differences between the British and 
the Canadian governments relating 
to an adjustment of debts standing 
over from the war, has handed down 
his -decision awarding Canada $8,- 
000,000 as a settlement. The do- 
minion claimed $32,900,000 Both sid- 
es accepted Mr. Asquith as anbitrator 
and for his work he is to receive 
£1,000. 

The dispute was the result of fi- 
nancial transactions which took 
place between Canada and the im- 
perial government during the war. 
While hostilities were proceeding 
the British government received ‘ad- 
vances from Canada of something 
over one Dillion dollars. The British 
treasury on their part supplied Cana- 
dian troops with food, clothing and 
munitions, and also British currency 
for paying Canadian troops. 

Mr. Asquith, in giving his award, 
has allowed the exchange on _ all 
transactions covered (by the interim 
agreements to stand, and the out- 
standing balance due to the Cana- 
dian government is to be settled at 
the “rate of the day’ when  pay- 
ments are made. The substance of 
the decision means that Great Brit- 
ain has pajd the bulk of her balance 
to Canada with depreciated pounds, 
but has received par value for them.

PRESBYTERY OF RED 
DEER ANNUAL MEETING 


The annual meeting of the Presby- 
tery of Red Deer was held on Tuesday 
and Wednesday of last week in Knox 
church, Red Deer. There were present 
the Revs. J. T. Smeeton, Nordegg; W. 
G. McKechnie, Evarts; J. E. Luomala, 
Eckville; Chas. McKay, Cumberland; 
J. la. Hughes, Willowdale; W. G. 
Brown, Red Deer; W. F. Allan, Pen- 
hold; Peter Fisher, Innisfail; H. Young, 
Bowden; J. S. Shortt, Olds; D. J. 
Townley, Sarcee Butte; R. C. Acheson, 
Three Hills; W.B. Mahon, Trochu; to- 
gether with Messrs. J. M. Fraser, Per- 
beck; J. Smith, Trochu; W. Moore, 
Three Hills; W. Stock, Olds; W. R. 
Ellenwood, Red Deer; W. J. Reay, 
Willowdale; James Archibald, Valley 
Centre; W. J. Irish, Haynes; E. M. 
Kirk, Lone Pine. The meetiny was one 
of the best in the history of the Pres- 
bytery, every question being given 
thorough consideration. 

The work of Evangelism was given 
a special place and a committee with 
Mr. W. B. Mahon as convener, was 
given charge of this work for the com- 
ing year. The work of Sabbath Schools 
and Young People’s societies under the 
convenership of Mr. J. L. Hughes, had 
a good report, and will enlarge’ the 
scope of its work this year. Good work 
has been done on the fields supplied 
during the winter, and an effort will be 
made to have all the fields supplied 
during the summer. Mr. W. G. Brown 
was re-appointed convener of Home 
Missions. The smaller amount being 
given to missions for the last year or 
two is partly due to the general condi- 
tion to the country, and parity to the 
divided state of the church son _ the 
question of Church Union. 


Anti-Church Union Resolution 


The seriousness of the issues involv- 
ed in the proposed organic union was 
fully realized, and the Presbytery sat 
from 8 o'clock till 12:30 on this ques- 
tion, Rev. Henry Young, of Bowden, 
the newly elected Moderator, giving 
every member full opportunity to pre- 
sent his views. When the vote was 
taken, 11 members stood up to declare 
their opposition to the consummation 
of the proposed union, four members 
voting in favor. The following reso- 
lution was carried:— 

Whereas the consummation of the 
proposed organic union of the Metho- 
dist, Presbyterian and Congregational 
churches in Canada on the present 
basis, and in the present divided state 
of the Presbyterian church would be a 
direct violation of the principles un- 
animously accepted in entering upon 
these negotiations, viz., the practicab- 
jlity of such a union with due regard 
to all the interests involved (1904) and 
the practically unanimous action of 
the negotiating churches (1905); 

And, whereas, in our opinion, it is 
not within the power of the General 
Assembly to invoke the Barrier Act or 
any other instrument to obliterate the 
name, the distinctive principles or the 
identity of the Presbyterian church, its 
function being rather the re-statement 
and re-interpretation, if necessary, of 
the principles of its system and_ the 
administration of its affairs within the 
limits of its constitution as a Presby- 
terian church; 

And, whereas the bills of incorpora- 
tion, both in the articles that they con- 
tain and in‘the authority given to the 
proposed | commission, contemplate 
action of a most arbitrary and high- 
handed character, and in their pro- 
posals to sweep the whole church into 
the United Ghurch by Act of Parlia- 
ment, are in direct violation of the 
promise and pledge given by the As- 
sembly of 1916 to congregations, and 
in their proposals to ignore the rights 
of congregational minorities, opposed 
to this union, are in direct violation of 
the. promise of the Assembly of 1914, 
which promises and pledges were an 
important factor in leading these As- 
semblies to take their respective actions 
on this question; 

And, whereas the attempt to con- 
summate the proposed union by the 
application of coercive methods will 
produce disastrous results both in the 
disruption of our own church and in 
the inevitable springing up of strife 
and illwill among brethren at the very 
time when the spiritual and moral in- 
terests of church and nation demand 
the most united and aggressive ser- 
vice. both within and among the 
churches of this land, 

Therefore the Presbytery of Red 
Deer respectfully overture the vener- 
ble, the General Assembly, as follows: 

(1) To set aside the proposal to con- 
summate organic union on the present 
basis at the present time. 

(2) To express its approval of the 
most thoroughgoing application of 
the principle of co-operation among 
all the Protestant churches of Canada. 

(3) To replace the present union 
committee by a committee whose 
duties shall be to represent and guide 
the Presbyterian church in the cultiva- 
tion of the spirit of Christian unity and 
co-operative service in the great com- 
mon tasks to which our Master and 
our country are calling the churches 
of this land, that the immediate objec- 
tive of such a committee shall be to 
enable us to take our place in the fel- 
lowship of the churches of Canada _ to 
the end that there may be an abiding 
spiritual and moral uplift given to our 
church and to our nation, that the 
Gospel may be preached in the remot- 
est corner of our homeland and _ that 
the work may be prosecuted with in- 
creased vigor and success in our far- 
flung field abroad, that Righteousness 
and Justice and Peace may be more 
fully established upon the earth and 
all for the glory of Him who is the 
only King and head of the church.

ALBERTA NATURAL 
HISTORY SOCIETY 


There was a good attendance at 
the last mon Iv meeting of the Al- 
berta Natural History Society, held 
on Friday evening, February 23, to 
hear the address of Mr. Benjamin 
Lawton, Ghief Game Guardian of the 
province. , : 

Mr. Lawton made a strong plea for 
an intelligent conservation of the 
wild life of this country, both furred 
and feathered. 

He gave many statistics from 
some of the States to the south to 
show the irreparable losses’ they 
had sustained by neglecting to pro- 
vide adequate protection for the 
native game animals and birds. 

The public of this province, he 
thought, little realized the immense 
contribution to our larder made by 
the game animals and birds of this 
province. 

He read a table of the number of 
game Hcenses issued in Alberta, cov- 
ering a number of years, and an esti- 
mate of the quantity of game killed in 
each year, to substantiate this state-

Creamery Short Course 
at the University 


The first short course for the cur- 
rent year was given.at the University 
of Alberta, Department of Dairying, 
during the period January 8th-19th 
last. Twenty-one students registered, 
eighteen of whom were regular attend- 
ants. 

A second ttwo weeks’ course of a 
similar character is now being offered, 
and ‘will commence Monday morning, 
March 12th, 1923. The work in the 
classroom and .laboratory will cover 
some ‘of themore fundamental aspects 
of creamery work and management. 
Theterm “management” is used here 
in the larger sense, as good manage- 
ment of a business requires that each 
individual in it does his particular 
work as well as it can ‘and should fbe 
done. To that extent each employee 
in an institution has an. important 
influence on the total results of its 
management. 

The course will deal with both the 
theory and practice of the commercial 
testing and grading of milk, cream 
and ‘butter; the pasteurization of 
cream, and the churning, salting, 
working and packing of butter. An 
opportunity will also be given to 
competent students to qualify for 
license under the Dairymen's Act. 

The course is primarily designed 
for persons who have had some ‘prac- 
tical experience in creamery work and 
who may wish to spend a short time 
in tthe systematic study of its more 
important phases. 

Anyone interested should apply to 
the Department of Dairying, Univer- 
sity of Alberta or to the Dairy Com- 
missioner, Department of Agriculture, 
for folder giving further particulars. 


New Irrigation District | 
The latest irrigation district to be! 
formed is the New West district, near | 
Retlaw. Government guarantee ea 
‘bonds is to be given to this district 
for the irrigation of about 4,500 
acres in a total acreage of 8,000 in 
the district. The debenture guarantee 
will be for $140,000. This district is 
already settled with practical far- 
mers, so that there will be no coloni- 
zation problem.

Public Health ‘Report 
Though there was a decrease in in- 
fectious diseases in the province dur- 
ing the year 1922, as compared with 
1921, Dr. Laidlaw, deputy minister 
of health, in the annual report of the 
department of health, comments on 
the fact that a very small percentaze 
of cases are ever reported, particular- 
ly in country districts. He urges 
the importance of reporting all such 
diseases. He also comments on the 
neglect shown toward whooping 
cough, many people evidently think- 
ing this is a mild disease. ‘The fact 
that there were 44 deaths froin this 
disease, is deplorable, however, says 
Dr. Laidlaw. With respect to 
diphtheria, he urges the importance 
oftreatment with antitoxin which can 
be had from the provincial laboratory 
at Edmonton or from substations at 
Calgary, Lethbridge and Medicine Hat. 
Each local board of ‘health is suppos- 
ed to keep a supply of this on hand. 
The percentage of deaths from 
diphtheria when antitoxin is given 
the first day is only 0.32, while per- 
centage of deaths when treatment is 
given the fourth day is 11.03, and af- 

ter the fourth day 21.08. 

Hospitals i 
A toal of 61 hospitals was operated 
in the province during the year, and 

$256,455.50 was paid in grants. 
The report of the municipal hospi- 


most exterminated some of our larger {tals ‘branch points out that general 


animals, and many of the species of 
wild fowl which once swarmed in 
the prairie provinces had been sadly 
reduced in numbers. 

Mr. Lawton dwelt particularly on 
the need for the careful protection 
of the sharp-tailed Grouse, known to 
most of us as.the Prairie Chicken, 
and the finest game bird in the 
province. He remarked ‘that Chickens 
have done well during the past few 
years, and a considerable increase in 
their numbers thas been observed, due 
very largely to the dry weather dur- 
ing the breeding seasons. 

He warned ‘his hearers against too 
much optimism, pointing out that a 
couple of old-fashioned wet springs 
might wipe out most of the young 
broods and leave us with a depleted 
breeding stock. 

The contentions frequently heard 
that Prairie Chickens destroy the 
grain crops was largely without 
foundation, he said. 

The food taken from the crops of 
many birds had been carefully exam- 
ined, and in the great majority of 
cases was found to consist of weed 
seeds and insects, even when the 
birds had been shot in fields of stand- 
ing or stooked grain. 

A hearty vote of thanks was ex- 
tended to Mr. Lawton for his address. 

In thanking his audience for their 
appreciation, Mr. Lawton warmly 
congratulated A. N. H. S. on the 
work it is doing and the fact that, 
although it is the oldest society of its 
kind in the west, it had retained its 
enthusiasm and interest in the study 
of natural history. E 

Before closing the meeting passed 
a resolution of sympathy with Dr. 
and Mrs. George, two of the founders 
and active members of the Society, in 
the serious illness of the Doctor at 
Victoria, B.C.

S. a lecture will be given by Dr. 
Allen, Professor of Geology at the 
University of Alberta. 

It is expected that the Professor 
will speak on the latest developments 
in the Dinosaur -fossil beds on the 
Red Deer river and should be of ex- 
treme local interest. 


The Ottawa Field Naturalists’ Club, 
with which the A.N.H.S. is affiliated, 
is arranging an exhibition of pictures 
of natural history subjects collected 
from all over the Dominion. These 
pictures will be shown at several 
points besides Ottawa, and it Is hoped 
to have them on view in Red Deer 
for a few days early next month. 

Any one interested in any branch 
of natural history should endeavor to 
see this collection.

conditions of the province did not 
lend themselves to the formation of 
hospital districts, but nevertheless the 
municipal hospital plan is growing in, 
favor. Four municipal hospitals were 
opened during the year at Provost, 
Viking, Hanna and Atthabasca. Mr. 
Whiston in his report comments on 
the rates charged at hospitals other 
than municipal, particularly the 
smaller institutions, saying that gen- 
erally speaking they are higher than 
the ordinary individual can afford to 
pay. He also comments on the zen- 
eral looseness with which affairs of 
such institutions are conducted, with 
respect to keeping of financial rec- 
ords, and ‘he urges greater co-opera- 
tion with the hospital branch in 
remedying this condition and in cut- 
ting down costs. 
Mental Defectives 

There were 29 male patients and 23 
female patients in the home for men- 
tally deficient during the year. There 
are 225 applications awaiting the 
opening of the new home at Oliver, 
two units of which, with accommoda- 
tion for 200 patients, will be ready 
shortly. 


The Asylum 

At Ponoka during the past year | 
there were 253 admissions and 147} 
patients discharged, of which 85 were: 
stated as recovered and 44 more im- 
proved. The percentage of cures 
among male patients was 50.67 and 
among female patients was 238.88. 

Vital Statistics 

There were 14,456 births during | 
the year, 390 less than in 1921, half | 
of the decrease being recorded in| 
Calgary. There were 4,218 marriages, 
or 410 less than in 1921, half the de- 
crease again being recorded in Cal- 
gary. The number of deaths was 
5,144, an increase over 1921 of 210. 


Venereal Disease Clinics 
These clinics, maintained at Ed- 
Hat, 
have accomplished splendid results, 
according to the report. 
clinic had 781 patients, Calgary 112, 
and Medicine Hat 32. In addition, 
638 of the inmates of the jails were | 
examined, 152 ‘being found to be in- 
fected. A total of 361 cases of syph- 
ilis and 444 cases of gonnorhoea were | 
treated during the year. 


Report on Banking 
Prof. McGi»bon’s report on ‘banking 
and credit {: the province in relation 


'to the agricultural industry was made 


available to the members of the 
legislature the past week. | Prof. Mc- 
Gibbon recommends strongly against 
a provincial bank, but urges that 
certain improvements in the banking |! 
situation should be made. Vigorous 
er{ticism of credit conditions is 
offered. . ; 

With respect to a provincial bank, 
Prof. McGibbon believes ‘that there 


ar 
way. ‘of the establishment. of! such. a 
bank,such as ‘the obtaining of capital 
at a sufficiently lower rate.'to enable 
it to provide cheaper credit. ? 

Prof. ‘McGtbbon: in his conclusion 
expresses, the, opinion that the char- 
tered banks ‘have been a great agen- 
cy inthe development of the new 
province. ;He says that many of the 
farmers are. ‘financing themselves 
through the banks ‘and are gradually 
winning through, but that there will 
be always-a'large number of 1ew 
settlers with the same difficulties and 
problems to>face. He says that in 
recent years: the: farmers have begun 
to turn to the banks with the same 
frequency asbusiness men, and that 
there should be a revision of the Bank 
Act to render the ‘banks as conveni- 
ent and flexible agencies tor the dis- 
pensing of credit to the farming as 
to the industrial life. He says ‘that 
a failure to accomplish this purpose 
will undoubtedly lead to the estab- 
lishment ‘of competing institutions, 
government operated or otherwise. 
Prof. McGibbon in the report dk- 
cusses the evidence taken as_ to 
interest rates.paid by, farmers, de- 
claring that the current rate of inter- 
est on farmers’ loans was found to 
be 8,9 and 10 percent. Much objection 
was also found to the period of a far- 
mers’ loan being only two or three 
months, and the suggestion is made 
for a form of credit contract to give 
the bank authority to take certain ad- 
ditional security when certain contin- 
gencies arise. Another matter 
commented upon rather unfavorably 
was the frequency with which 
managers of banks in the rural dis- 
tricts are changed. Criticsim of the 
class of mortgage offered by mort- 
gage companies is also made. 

The recommendation is made for a 
credit commissioner for the investi- 
gation of complaints with respect to 
credits. 


In the Legislature 

‘On Monday last in the legislature, 
a motion introduced by Hon. J. EB. 
Brownlee, was unanimously agreed to, 
to the effect that tthe government 
should continue to urge upon the 
dominion government the necessity 
for the transference of its resources 
to the province. 

The house also voted a resolution 

of condolence to L. Peterson, mem- 
ber for Taber, im the loss of ‘his 
wife, who died at Edmonton on Sun- 
day. 
: On Tuesday the house agreed 
unanimously to: a motion by A. B. 
Claypool and N. S. Smith calling up- 
on the dominion government for an 
investigation into fees charged ‘by 
livestock exchanges in livestock 
yards, that proper trust accounts 
should be operated by ‘livestock 
commission merchants on behalf of 
their clients, that dominion govern- 
ment officials should be informed of 
violation of the Livestock Act, and 
that members of livestock exchanges 
should carry on business only as 
commission merchants ‘handling live- 
stock on consignment. 


On Friday Premier Greenfield made 
a statement ‘to the effect that before 
next session the Election Act was to 
be revised. Following ‘this, W. M. 
Davidson withdrew a motion he had 
presented for a committee to report 
on proportional representation. 

Among the acts introduced during 
the week was one to assist the New 
West Irrigation District, one to 
amend the Produce Merchants Acct, 
one to amend the School Act. 

Amendments to the Railway Act 
introduced by Hon. Mr. Smith provide 
penaltiees for certain offences, in- 
cluding trespassing on railway prop- 
erty, walking on raflway tracks by 
others than employees, breaking into 
liquor shipments, riding on trains 
with intent to escape payment of 
fare, and other offences. 

A motion to go into committee of 
supply is now on the order paper in 
the name of Mr. Brownlee. 

Amendments to Thé Produce Mer- 
chants Act, introduced by Mr. Hoad- 
ley, serve to defing more clearly the 
terms produce and produce merchant. 
The minimumamount of bond for a 
produce merchant is reduced to $500 
and the minimum license fee to $5.

WALTER CASSELS 
DIES IN OTTAWA 


Was Judge of Exchequer Court, With 
Distinguished Legal Career. 


Ottawa, March 1.—Sir Walter Cas- 
sels, judge of the exchequer court of 
Canada, died here shortly after 7 
o’clock this morning. He was born 
in Quebec 77 years ago. 

The late Justice Sir Walter Gibson 
Pringle Cassels was a native of Que- 
bec city, where ‘he was born on Aug- 
ust 14, 1845. His father was Robert 
Cassels, a banker. After receiving 
his early education in this native 
city, ‘jhe graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Toronto in 1865. 

Four years later he was called to 
the bar and joined the firm of Blake, 
Kerr and Boyd, with which he was 
connected till called to the exchequer 
court in 1909 in succession to Judge 
Burbidge. 

He was created queen’s counsel by 
the Marquis of Lorne in 1883 and was 


| honored by the sovereign with the 


rank of Knight Bachelor in 1907. 

In 1908 he was appointed a royal 
commissioner to investigate the 
marine department as the result of 
criticisms of that department made 
by the commission which had inves- 
tigated the civil service just previous- 
ly. 

He was the chairman of the board 
of arbitration which fixed the value 
of the Grand Trunk preference and 
common stocks. In religion he was 
a member of the church of England.

M.D, OF HAYS ELECTORS 
MEET 


The annual meeting of the ratepay- 
ers of the M.D. of Hays No. 338 was 
held in Smith’s hall, Lousana, on Sat- 
urday, February 17, at 1 o'clock.

-The chairman pointed out. to Mr. 
Escott that the Council, so far as_ the 
position of secretary-treasurer is con- 
cerned, could not advertise for tenders 
as this was contrary to the Act.
